THE JUMEL COLLECTION 



Hidden away in a private mansion for upwards of 100 years, 
there has been in this city the largest and finest collection of 
Napoleonic relics in the world. It was brought to this country 
in 1816, at the time when all France was torn with internal strife 
when the former Emperor was in exile, and the collection has 
remained in the family of the purchaser ever since. 

M. Stephen Jumel, an ardent Bonapartist, went to France in 
his own ship "Eliza," with the avowed purpose of bringing the 
fallen Emperor to this country; but, although he proffered 
Napoleon a safe conduct to America, and an asylum here, the 
Emperor declined to attempt to escape. 

When Napoleon was exiled to St. Helena, the personal prop- 
erty of himself and Josephine went into the possession of Mme. 
la Comtesse de la Pagerie, a niece of Josephine and an intimate 
friend of Mme. Jumel. At the death of the Count Henri 
Tascher de la Pagerie in 1816, his widow, being in straitened 
circumstances, sold the collection to Mme. Jumel. It consists 
of furniture, personal and household articles used by the Em- 
peror and Josephine, and which have never been the property of 
the French nation. 

Thus, instead of bringing the Emperor to America, M. Jumel 
brought his personal belongings and installed them in the Roger 
Morris House, which was built in 1758 by Colonel Morris, who 
was an Aide-de Camp of General Braddock. M. Jumel purchased 
the house in 1810; at his death, it became the property of his 
widow and her descendants. Madame Jumel became the wife of 
Aaron Burr, ex-Vice President of the United States, in July, 
1833, and died July 16th, 1865. 

With this most interesting collection are many rare, curious 
Colonial antiques collected by Madame Jumel in this country. 



This catalogue has been compiled with the greatest care.

magnificent fighting machine the world has ever known ; 
an army of 500,000 men inspired with enthusiasm and 
the spirit of their great General and Emperor. This 
army chest had a secret lock, the key of which never 
left Napoleon's person until transmitted by him 
through General Bertrand to Madame Jumel, July 
14th, 1815, the day before his embarkation for St. 
Helena, when he bade good-bye forever to those people 
and to that country he had so loved and honored. 
This key was in the possession of Madame Jumel and 
worn on her person until the day of her death, July 
16th, 1865. The chest is over 100 years old, and was 
used by Napoleon as a depository for all his charts, 
maps, plans of battle and other valuable documents. 
Coul it but speak, what a wonderful story it could tell. 
It went with the modern Caesar and witnessed all his 
fortunes. As we gaze upon this great relic of past 
triumphs and defeats, we see in vision the full course 
over which he ran the race of glory, until at last he 
succumbed at Waterloo to defeat. From there we 
seem to see him now conquered, still grand, going to 
the house on the lone Isle of St. Helena, and at last 
from there to his final resting place on the banks of 
the Seine, where his remains now repose in the sar- 
cophagus in the crypt of tTie Hotel des Invalides, the 
tomb of which forms a perfect helmet for this giant of 
his time.
